Ontario-Upland Chapter to Aid 
in Entertaining State 
Delegations

Bnothusiastic plans for the state 
convention of the P. E. O. Sister- 
hood are being made by the host- 
ess chapters, of which DV of On- 
tario-Upland is one. This organ- 
ization is one of the oldest among 
those devoted to women. 

It was established in 1869 by 
seven girls at Iowa Wesleyan col- 
lege. It was the second national 
sorority to be organized in Amer- 
ica, In the early years there were 
both college and city chapters, the 
Jatter organized by college girls 
in their home towns. 

When the college sorority came 
to be a Greek letter society P. E. 
10. being unwilling to relinquish 
its English letters, disappeared 
from the campus. 

During the 62 years of its exist- 
ence the mother chapter has reach- 
ed out to foster more than 1500 
chapters in 38 states of the union, 
in the District of Columbia, in 
Honolulu and in two Canadian 
provinces, and it now has a mem- 
bership of over 50,000. 

Its work is educational. lt 
maintains a loan fund of half a 
million dollars, which has opened 
the dodr of opportunity to many 
ambitious girls and will continue 
to render this service for an ever- 
widening circle. It has built a 
memorial library at the college 
home of its founders. costing $125,- 
000.00, and serving both the col- 
lege and community. 

It now has a college of its own 
at Nevada, Missouri, the Cottey 
junior college for women, valued 
at about a third of a million dol- 
jars. This capacity to sponsor a 
progressively widening group of 
related interests is outstanding 
among women’s organizations. 

The Mission Inn at Riverside is 
to be the headquarters of this con- 
vention and the community should 
be proud to entertain this out- 
standing body of women. |
